He can 
not dye with alacritie, he can not in holy manner 
delire death, that hath nor fheted himſelt tor death, 
that hath nor before hand ſeriouſly thought on his 
end,and addreſſed himſelte therzunto®. T heretore 
men fearc it, becauſe they are not prepared for it: 
therefore they dread it, becauſe it commeth ere 
they expected it*, As thou art wont theretore ere 
lleepe come vpon thee, to compoſe thy lelte vnto 
relt,by ſtripping thy ſelte, lying downe in or on thy 
bed,drawing the curtaines about thee, cloling thine 
ey'Ccs, acting ſleepe as it were, before thou \leepelt : 
So endeuor daily, before death ſeize on thee, to 
compole and addreſle thy ſelte vnto death *, by the 
ſerious meditation of thine vnauoydable end, as 
moſt certainely not tarre of *, ſo vncertaine how 
neere,by labouring to work-out of thy minde ſuch 
ſecular,carnall,or ſaranicall conceits, as may bring 
ee out of loue with it, and by ſtriving to bring 
thy ſelte acquainted with it, yea to worke thine 
heart to a loue anda liking of it, that when it com- 
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meth, thou maiſt entertaine ir, neither as a foe, nor 
as a mcere {tranger, but as a wonted gueſt, as an 
ancient acquaintance, as a familiar trend®. Ir isa 
matcer,as ot much conſequence, for the furtherance 
of acheeretu!l departure, ſo of great dificultie,nor 
lo ſoone atchicued, not lo eafily learned*, as many 
men imagine: yea 17 is thar, that we may well all 
our lite long be a learnings; lince ic 15,or ought to 
be the maine ayme ot every mans whole lite,to pre- 
pare and ht him for death". 

Sixtly and laſtly, when thou lookeſt towards 
death, looke withall ever turtherthan it.

rie or pouertie, thar as the P/a/miſt faith, that 
* Alitle pitance with the feare of God u better worth 
than all the wealth in the world without it : (o a litle 
competencie with a good Name, is much better 
than aboundance of wealth and treaſure without 
it. Yeathis is that, that may miniſter much com- 
fort to a man vpon his death-bed,if his Conſcience

Firſt therefore our Birth giueth vs but bare natu- 
rall being: our Spirituall well-being of Graceand 
beſt-being of Glory ir cannot confer vpon vs. For

But the hr{t without the other two is 
no Benefit, rather a Curſe than a Blefhng. Greater 
theretore is the Benefit thar we reape through our 
belt-being in Death, than the Benefit we receiue in 
our bare being at our Birth.
